5th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  tax  on  the  grand  list  of  the  town  for 
building  and  repairing  the  highway. 

6th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  tax  on  i.he  grand  list  of  the  town  to 
pay  its  indebtedness  and  provide  for  the  expenses  of  the  town. 

7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  tax  on  the  grand  list  of  the  town  to 
be  used  in  paying  three  bonds  amounting  to  $1500.00,  maturing  June  1, 1910. 

8th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  tax  on  the  grand  list  of  the  town 
for  the  support  of  the  schools. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  an  appropriation  to  be  expended  under 
Sec.  3623,  Public  Statutes  of  Vermont. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  an  appropriation  for  the  support  of 
the  Public  Library. 

nth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  the  expense 
of  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  sell  the  school  building  in  old 
school  district  No.  17,  and  if  so,  to  appoint  an  agent  to  deed  same. 

13th.  To  do  any  other  business  proper  to  be  done  at  said  meeting.
